691.6B Interagency coordinating council.

An interagency coordinating council is created to advise the state medical examiner
concerning the assurance of effective coordination of the functions and operations of the
office of the state medical examiner with the needs and interests of the departments of public
safety and public health. Members of the interagency coordinating council shall include
the state medical examiner, or when the state medical examiner is not available, the deputy
state medical examiner; the commissioner of public safety or the commissioner’s designee;
the director of public health or the director’s designee; and the governor or the governor’s
designee. The interagency coordinating council shall meet on a regular basis.
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
